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While livestock prices 
have declined during the 
past three years because of 
weak demand and large 
supplies, they uru expected 
to move higher gradually 
during the fourth quarter 
of 1081 ami the first two 
quarter* «f HWjf. iiramliug 
to Kiehard I’ntlorff, senior 
agriculture ironomisl for 
l)alii ltesmiri'os, lnr. |DH1) 
who spoke at a Hill sem¬ 
inar recently. 

The most striking ex¬ 
ample of a price decline was 
pork in 1080, where (urge 
supplies led to lower prices. 
That year was nut goad for 
per capita consumer in¬ 
come. which was cut hy in¬ 
flation, and the year saw a 
sharp decline in per capita 
food expenditures, Pottorff 
said. 

While nonfed cattle 
slaughter, broiler produc¬ 
tion, and total meat sup¬ 
plies were increasing, de¬ 
mand was declining, ho 
said. This year, a drop in 
hog numbers and a reduc¬ 
tion in meat supply are im¬ 
proving the price outlook 
for livestock producers, 
although HIKE per capita 
food expenditures general¬ 
ly have continued to de¬ 
cline.

put off is expected to re¬ 
duce tho improvement in 
consumer income that has 
occurred late this year. 

Pottorff said he expects 
some improvement in de¬ 
mand for meat as incomes 
improve. 

Ho said tho recent cattlo 
on feud report showed low 
cuttle plucomonts in tho 
third quarter, ami ho pro¬ 
jected u reduction in fed 
hoof supplies in the third 
quarter of 1982, following 
tho first reduction in total 
boof supplies since 1980 in 
the first two quarters of the 
year. 

He predicted that live 
cattle prices will average 
$67 to $68 per cwt this 
quarter, improving further 
with supply reductions in 
tho first two quarters of 
1982 and averaging be¬ 
tween $69 and $70 in the 
first quarter and $71 end 
974 in the second. 

Higher steer placements 
were forecast for the fourth 
quarter of 1981 and the 
first two quarters of 1982. 
Non-fed cattle slaughter 
will also continue above 
year-ago levels, Pottorff 
said. 

Hog supplies are down 
now, but producers are 
increasing' their herds and

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U.S. Angus breeders 
broke all past performance 
department records during 
the 1981 FY ended Septem¬ 
ber 30 as they reported a 
combined 179,703 weaning 
and yearling weights to the 
association compared to 
last year's record total of 
163,769 weights, reports 
Richard Spader, executive 
vice-president of the 
American Angua Assn. 

"Despite the depressed 
economy and the even more 
depressed cattle market 
Angus breeders continued 
to build for the future by 
increasing the breed’s base 
of vital performance infor¬ 
mation,” Spader said. 

Total number of weaning 
weights reported in the 
association's Angus Herd 
Improvement Records 
(AHIR), program wae 
126,087 head compared 
with the previous record 
high of 114,853 in 19801 
The 1981 yearling weight 
total was 58,666 head, also 
up sharply over the 48,016 
head weighed as yearlings 
in 1980. The number of 
American Angus Assn, 
members actively partici¬ 
pating in the AHIR pro¬ 
gram reached 1,863 in 1981 
compared with 1,671 the 
previous year. 

Registrations of pure¬ 
bred Angus cattle declined 
during 1981, a reflection of 


tho declining economy, and 
the resulting decline in de¬ 
mand for beef. Total 
registrations for the 
12-months period wae 
209,416 head. The number 
of purebred Angus sold 
was only down slightly, 
however, ae reflected in 
transfers of registered 
Angus from one owner to 
another. The 1981 transfer 
total W8B 141,403. » 

New Angus herds con¬ 
tinued to be formed at a 
rapid pace. During the year 
2,326 new regular member¬ 
ships were issued along 
with 1,088 new junior 
memberships. 

Despite the economy, the 
average value of registered 
Angus cattle sold at auc¬ 
tions showed a slight in¬ 
crease. The average price 
paid at 567 auctions in' 
1981 figured $1,461 per 
head compared with $1,422 
per head at 558 auctions in 
1980. The average price of 
24,010 cows sold at auc¬ 
tions was $1,894 while 
16,889 bulls went for an 
average price of $1,568. 
The 40,699 head of cattle 
sold at auction represent 
less than 30% of the total 
number of registered An¬ 
gus sold last year. 

Missouri maintained its 
lead in total registrations, 
transfers and new regular 
memberships during the 
year. 
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Cargll Ltd. withdraws 
from processing industy 


Cargill Grain Co. Ltd. an¬ 
nounced in Vancouver 
recently that it plans to 
withdraw from tho poultry 
processing industry in 
British Columbia, effective 
Feb. 1,1082. 

Cargill Ltd.'s Panco 
Poultry in Surrey, British 
Columbia, will be sold as 
soon as its current contrac¬ 
tual arrangements with 
poultry producers are fulfill¬ 
ed, according to company 
president, Roger Murray. 

The sale of Panco became 
necessary because the 
plant's operating losses 
continued to increase, Mur¬ 
ray told CNS. 

The company is nctively 
seeking a buyer to operate the 
plant, wliich can process 
200,000 fryers per week plus 
turkey and spent fowl, and 


has additional processing 
lines for chicken and turkey, 

If no operating buyer can 
bo found by Feb. 1, the plant 
will be closed and the land 
and buildings will be sold, 
Cargill Ltd. said. 

Murray . made the an¬ 
nouncement at a meeting 
called by agricultur* 
minister, James Hewiu 
with the poultry marketing 
boards and growers asso 
ciations to dicuSBS the 
crisis in the poultry In¬ 
dustry. On Sept. 26, Panco 
notified employees that it 
would be reducing its 
operation. About 170 pee 
plo received severance 
notices, effective Nov. 6.

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for lower EEC grain prices 


Months of debate have 
strengthened the European 
Commission’s resolve to 
press for sharply lower 
EEC grain prices within 
the new Common Agri¬ 
cultural Policy (CAP), ac¬ 
cording to commission, 
diplomatic and industry 
sources. 

Rather than align EEC 
prices with the world 
market, however, commis¬ 
sion officials are aiming for 
levels based on U.S. grain 
prices, diplomatic sources 
said, reports UCN. 

However, in embracing 
that goal, the commission 
is giving birth to a "protein 
policy" likely to reduce 
EEC imports of oilseeds 
and grain substitutes such 
as tapioca and com gluten, 
according to agricultural 
analysts. 

Commission officials 
began a two-day meeting 
recently to put the 
finishing touches on the 
commission’s proposals for 
reform of the CAP. This 
reform is part of a larger 
project known as the "May 
30 mandate," a reference to 
the European council direc¬ 
tive that prompted com¬ 
mission review of the entire 
EEC budget. 

European foreign min¬ 
isters are scheduled to 
discuss the mandate in 
Luxembourg soon, but it is 
not until the heads of 
government meet in Lon¬ 
don that decisions are like¬ 
ly to be made, sources said. 

Earlier in Luxembourg, 
agriculture commissioner, 
Paul Dal9ager presented 


the commission's proposals 
for CAP reform to EEC 
agriculture ministers. The 
proposals called for pro- 
gessive reductions in real 
prices of EEC grains until 
they reach a level com¬ 
parable to U.S. prices. 
Sources said ministerial ap¬ 
proval of these proposals 
could give grain formers 
smaller threshold price in¬ 
creases tlian other EEC 
farmers during the next 
few years, beginning as ear¬ 
ly ns 1982. 

Commission sources said 
relatively lower prices will 
not cause income problems 
for grain farmers, who tend 
to raise several different 
crops. In addition, reduc¬ 
ing grain prices in real 
terms would cut feeding 
costs for the EEC livestock 
industry, one of the most 


financially troubled'sectors 
of the farm economy. 

Nevertheless, the major 
grain-growing countries of 
the EEC are unlikely to ac¬ 
cept lower prices unless 
they are offset by other 
measures, sources said. 

French agriculture 
minister Edith Cresson im¬ 
plied this in Luxembourg, 
when she called for reduc¬ 
tions in EEC imports of 
grain substitutes and 
development of a grain ex¬ 
port policy based on long¬ 
term agricultural supply 
agreements.

EEC grains production 
In 1988 should reach 130 
million lone, and grain 
prices should bo equivalent 
to support price l oval a in 
tho U.S-, according to b 
E uropean Commission pro* 
posal for reform of the 
Common Agricultural 
Policy (CAP). 

A summary of the pro¬ 
posal was released recontly 
and la to be discussed by 
EEC foreign affairs 
ministers in Luxembourg. 

To enforce its production 
target, which for 1988 is 12 
million tons above 1979-80 
output, the commission 
proposes reducing the in¬ 
tervention price for grains 
when annual production ex¬ 
ceeds the target. The in¬ 
tervention price is 
guaranteed to producers 
who sell their crops into 
government stocks. 


The commission said its 
production target was bas¬ 
ed on estimates of Internal 
consumption, global de¬ 
mand and food aid needs. 

The proposal released 
recently did not discuss the 
EEC's future role as o 
world grain exporter. 

However, in tandem with 


reforming CAP, the com 
mission is considering a 
separate plan to negotiate 
long-term agricultural sup¬ 
ply agreements with its 
traditional customers. 


Expansion of EEC grain 
production Is likely to be 
viewed as a threat to the 
export markets of other 
'or grain producers. The 
ami Australia are par¬ 
ticularly sensitive to EEC 
export policy and have 
challenged it within the 


General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade. 

Reagan offers aid 
to poorer nations 

U.S. Treasury Secretary 
Donald Regan says Presi¬ 
dent Ronald Reagan has 
offered to send technical 
assistance teams to help 
poor nations work toward 
the prolific production of 
food as produced in the U.S. 

Regan said the president 
proposed the technical 
assistance teams during the 
session of the summit. The 
idea was greeted warmly, he. 
said. 

The secretary said the 
agricultural assistance could 
come from U.S. agricultural 
organizations as well as the 
academic sector, but would 
not be paid for by the U.S. 


government. 

"The long-range solution 
to the problem (of food shor¬ 
tages) is a better educated 
farmer,” Regan said. 

Part of the proposal to 
stimulate the economies of 
the poor nations is designed 
to insure that free markets 


provide farmers with proper 
rewards for their labors, the 


secretary said. 

Regan said the U.S. and 
other nations agreed that 
poor nations needed direct 
food aid in the shot run, but 
that world leaders at the 
summit agreed that self- 
sufficiency over the long run 
was vital. 

Reagan also said much of 
the food shipped to poor 
countries is technicians who' 
would work under the U.S. 


Howover, the commis¬ 
sion proposals threaten 
U.S. trade in still another 
area. They could reduce 
EEC imports of U.S. feed 
grains and feed ingre¬ 
dients. 

As EEC grain prices 
decline sharply, the com¬ 
mission expects feeders to 
replace imported grain 
substitutes such as 
tapioca, com gluten with 
domestic grain. U.S. corn 
imports could also give 
way to domestic supplies. 

This substitution would 
reduce the EEC's grain 
surplus and ease the 
budgetary burden caused 
by subsidized grain ex¬ 
ports.

Depending on 
whose statistics you choose 
to quote, towns that 
numbered 400 in January 
of 1981, now i^ear 1400 to 
1500, with projections 
ranging up to 25,000 by the 
late 1980's. Exxon is 
building a new town called 
Battlement Mesa, near 
Parachute, to house its 


workers. Estimates are, 
housing is going up at a 
rate of 81 million daily. An 
entire instant suburb is 
under construction, com¬ 
plete with 18 hole golf 
course, shopping centers, 
and professional buildings. 

Land values are soar¬ 
ing-ranch land that sold a 
few years ago for $800 to 
$500 per acre, now hits 
$2000 per acre on up to 
$50,000 an acre, depending 
on its location. Ranchers 
shake their heads over 
square foot prices, and 
chuckle about the “flat 
landers” who just bought 
five acres with no water on 
it.

Present conditions for 
hogs and pork are allowing 
producers to make profits, 
with hog prices up and corn 
down, but that will lead to 
more hog production in 
1982, Pottorff said. Hold¬ 
ing gaits off the market 
during the first half will 
help bolster prices as pro¬ 
duction continues to de¬ 
cline slightly. He projected 
fourth quarter 1981 prices 
at $48 to $50 per cwt., with 
$50 in the first quarter of 
1982 and 952 in the second.

Colorado Agriculture 
Commissioner Morgan 
Smith holds that "develop¬ 
ing a readily available and 
reasonably priced energy 
supply must be one of the 
top priorities of agricul¬ 
ture.” He contends that 
agriculture is hardest hit of 
any segment of the 
economy by rising costs 
and limited energy 
availability. 

Smith suggests that Col¬ 
orado needs to explore new 
incentives for keeping land 
in agriculture. “Farm 
prices have been so low and 
so erratic over the past few 
decades that land apprecia¬ 
tion is often the only source 
of profit for the farmer, .we 
have to respect the in¬ 
dividual farmer's and 
rancher's right to take advan¬ 


tage of this opportunity," 
he said. He advocates in¬ 
vestigating such ideas as 
"water banks" for agri¬ 
culture needs, and 
transferable development 
rights. 

"The key is not to force 
the ranchers to stay in 
ranching, but to give them 
the economic reason to do 
so," the ag commissioner 
contends. Whether that is 
possible on Colorado's 
Western slope, and the 
other energy rich areas of 
the West where ranchers, 
conservationists, and 
developers are trying to 
find ways to live together, 
remains to be seen. 

Colorado ranchers say 
they would prefer to spend 
more time working and less 
time debating the problems 
on county planning com¬ 
missions, water use boards, 
and the like, but most also 
concede they’ll all have to if 
any semblance of tradi¬ 
tional Western ranching is 
to survive.

Earlier this year, the U.K. 
announced it would no 
longer be accepting imports 
of poultry or eggs, other than 
hatching eggs, from countries 
such as the U.S. and France 
where newcastle disease was 
present. The U.K. said this 
Import policy was an in¬ 
tegral part of its efforts to 
combat newcastle disease in 
the U.K. 

However, Ford said the 
U.S. is convinced the policy 
constitutes a non-tariff 
trade barrier, reports CNS. 

He said die U.S. therefore 
had decided to delay 
reinstating the U,K. as an ap¬ 
proved meat exporter because 
of an outbreak of foot-and- 
mouth disease in the U.K.'a 
Channel Islands earlier this 
year. Ford said undercurrent 
regulations, a country that 
has had an outbreak must 
demonstrate it has been free 
of the disease for a year 
before being reinstated as an 
approved exporter to the 
U.S. However, under the 
regulations, the U.S. would 
have the option of reinstating 
the country after only six 
months if it remained free of 
the disease. 

The European Commission 
recently gave the U.K. until 
Oct. 80 to defend the new 
poultry policy against the 
commission's charges than it 
violated European Economic 
Community regulations on 
intra-EEC trade.

tegies for existing products 
via advertising and promo¬ 
tion; development of com¬ 
munication strategies; new 
types of retailing and ser¬ 
vice establishments; and 
personal strategies and 
policies. 

Although Talarzyk did 
not give ASPC members 
specific promotion aimed 
plane, he summarized the 
American public in termB 
of their experiences such 
that sheep producers would 
be able to aim any cam¬ 
paign once understanding 
Die people they are trying 
to reach. 

Talarzyk talked about 
key economic forces being 
income, population, educa¬ 
tion and Inflation. Accor¬ 
ding to Talarzyk, projec¬ 
tions Indicate that the 
average American family 
will have more affluence in 
the 80s then the 70s, and 
consumers between the 
ages of 26 and 44 will con¬ 
trol more of the before-tax 
income than in the past. 
“The key to this affluence 
is the working wife," said 
Talarzyk. 

“The fastest growing age 
groups include the 36-44; 
26-34, over 66, and under 6 


markets. In the 70s we ex¬ 
perienced declining birth 
and fertility rates and a sig¬ 
nificant increase in abor¬ 
tions. More young people 
are entering college and 
this tends to create a more 
demanding consumer. And 
a doubting of the consumer 
price index between 1967 
and 1978 accelerated infla¬ 
tion during the last port of 
the 70’s.” Talarzyk said 
collectively these forces 
point to changing opportu¬ 
nities and challenges for 
marketers in the 80s. 

The main motivating 
force behind changing life 
styles is our value systems, 
said Talarzyk. “We aren’t 
born with a taste for beef 
over Iamb, it is just a value 
system of our culture." The 
value systems come from 
families, religion and edu¬ 
cational institutions. 

- “There is a changing im¬ 
portance of the dements of 
the cultural transfusive 
triad," says Talarzyk. The 
family is less important 
than in the past with moth¬ 
ers working, increased 
number of divorces; and re¬ 
ligious institutions are less 
important than in the past 
as seen in membership and 
attendance declines.

The mass media has a tre¬ 
mendous Impact on the 
American public which 
speeds up the transmission 
of values and attitudes. Ac¬ 
cording to Talarzyk, so¬ 
ciety is made up of three 
major generations; the pre¬ 
war generation, postwar 
generation, and 60s and 
70 b generation. It is the 
combination of these 
groups that are identifying 
new emerging life styles. 

According to Talarzyk 
we have changed our con¬ 
cept of leisure and want in¬ 
stant gratification, sim¬ 
pler lives, are health or¬ 
iented, want naturalism in 
behavior and dress and we 
ore price/value, and con¬ 
sumer oriented. 

Taking all these popula¬ 
tion factors into consider¬ 
ation Talarzyk left ASPC 
members with four conclu¬ 
sions in understanding the 
consuming public and how 
to market lamb to a new 
emerging America. Talar¬ 
zyk said, “Changes in life 
styles are logical conse¬ 
quences of the chahging en¬ 
vironment in which we live. 
Keys to a successful pro¬ 
motion in the 80s are: 1.)

Although supplemental 
feeding of cattle is usually 
considered a winter chore, it 
actually deserves year-round 
attention. 

"Supplemental feeding is 
necessary because cattle can 
store protein and minerals 
only fo limited amounts,” 
said Dr. Larry Foster, beef 
cattle specialist with the 
Cooperative Extension Ser¬ 
vice, New Mexico State 
University. 

However, Foster suggests 
providing supplement only if 
the Increase in performance 
will more than offset its cost, 
or If it’s necessary for 
humane treati of cattle. 

"Symptoms of protein, 
energy, vitamin and mineral 
deficiencies, and symptoms 
of parasite and disease afflic¬ 
tions are practically impossi¬ 
ble to distinguish visually,” 
notes Foster. “So animal 
health is an important part of 
any production program." 

"A systematic approach to 
supplemental feeding can 
make management decisions 
concerning animal health and 
nutrition easy and accurate,” 
adds Foster. He offers the 
following general guidelines: 

Feed salt and an 8-12% 
phosphorus supplement of 
similar calcium content free 
choice the year-round unlesB 
the mineral is included in a 
complete supplementr 
Tbirty days prior to calving 
through breeding is tho most 
critical time nutritionally. 

Feed enough protein to 
m a int ai n at least a 6% ration 
for proper digestive functions 
and to increase feed intake. 
As a rule of thumb, 1 lb. of 
40% protein supplement will 
meet the supplemental pro¬ 
tein needs of a dry pregnant 
cow, and 2 lb. will take care 
of a cow nursing a calf. 

Protein supplement may 
be fed every other day or 
twice a week rather than 
daily. 

Use cow condition or 
fatness as a guideline to ad¬ 
ditional feeding. Loss of 
weight or condition sug¬ 
gest the need for additional 
supplement to furnish 
.more energy. The protein 
content can be decreased in 

. proportion to the increased 
level of supplemental 
feeding. 

The beef cattle specialist 
also has those suggestions 
on supplemental feeding.

pasture. Over-stocking 
eliminates the potential for 
selective grazing and great¬ 
ly increases the need for. 
and the expense of, sup¬ 
plementation. So don't 
overgraze pastures, em¬ 
phasizes Foster. 

Adequate protein is 
essential for normal feed or 
energy intake and diges¬ 
tion. Adding Vt to 1W lb. of 
a 80 to 40% supplement to 
rations with less than 6% 
crude protein can increase 
forage intake 30 to 60% 
and digestion 6 to 12%. 

The energy in 1-2 lb. of 
high- energy supplement 
(grain) may slightly 
stimulate digestibility and 
forage intake. However, 
levels above 10 to 12% of 
the diet may slightly 


depress forage digestibility 
and have a substitution 
rather than a supplemental 
effect on total energy in¬ 
take. Still, a pound of grain 
supplies more energy than 
a pound of forage. In spite 
of the substitution effect, 
many situations call for 
greater amounts of energy 
supplementation. 

Where cows are getting 
too poor, feed higher levels 
of supplement to maintain 
proper condition or get 
ready to pay the price of 
reduced calf crops and 
weaning weights. 

Finally, manage a feed 
program to stay out of 
situations calling for high 
levels of supplementa¬ 
tion—it's seldom pro¬ 
fitable, says Foster. On the 
other hand, a little supple¬ 
ment at the right time can 
be a profitable manage¬ 
ment tool.

U.S. domestic and 
foreign policies and the 
general economy are 
becoming more significant 
to prices for farm crops 
than government commo¬ 
dity programs, according 
to Jim Vertreee, farm 
policy analyst for the con¬ 
gressional budget office. 

Vertrees, speaking at a 
seminar on agricultural 
economics sponsored by' 
Data Resources Inc., said 
that while agriculture com¬ 
modity programs were still 
important to crop pro¬ 
ducers, they were likely to 
become less so during the 
1980s. However, the 
changes are not coming as 
fast as the Reagan admin¬ 
istration would Uke. 

In the major crops— 


wheat, feed grainB, upland 
cotton and rice—high price 
supports before the 1980s 
depressed domestic and 
foreign demand and 
created large government 
stocks, Vertrees said, 
reports CNS. 

In the 1966 Farm Act, 
that policy was changed 
with the introduction of the 
loan rate concept used to 
set minimum prices, direct 
deficiency payments Used 
to stabilize incomes and 
voluntary supply control 
programs in which pro¬ 
ducers must participate to 
obtain program benefits, he 
said. 

Those policies continued 
through the 1970,1973 and 
1977 farm acts, and pro¬ 
bably will be included in

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the 1981 act when it 
receives final congressional 
approval, Vertrees said. 
However, the Reagan ad¬ 
ministration, consistent 
with its move away from 
government intervention, 
proposed eliminating 
target prices and deficiency 
payments, changes that 
were not accepted in the 
Senate bill passed several 
weeks ago or the House bill 
passed recently. . 

Vertrees attributed that 
to inter-commodity rival¬ 
ries in Congress and con¬ 
flicts between conser¬ 
vatives who supported cut¬ 
backs in food stamps and 
liberals who wanted to cut 
farm programs, as well as 
deals made by the adminis¬ 
tration to sway votes on its 
budget and tax proposals. 

Under the more-recent 
programs, Vertrees said, 
farmers were given more 
freedom to make decisions 
about operating their own 
farms, government pro¬ 
grams gradually provided a 
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smaller share of farm in¬ 
come and the share of 
acreage idled in govern¬ 
ment programs gradually 
diminished. 

The farm population 
declined, with fewer 
farmers producing more of 
the total output, and farm 
families began to receive 
more than half their income 
from non-farm employ¬ 
ment. 

Vertrees said that 
because major crop pro¬ 
ducers have become depen¬ 
dent on exports, govern¬ 


ment efforts to increase ex¬ 
ports wiU continue. How¬ 
ever, with that dependence 
on exports and with cur¬ 
rency fluctuations, a new 
source of price and income 
instability has been added 
and farm prices will be¬ 
come increasingly volatile, 
leading to more volatility 
for ■ agri-businesses that 
supply farmers and for 
users of the raw materials 
farmers produce. 

Ho suggested that Con¬ 
gress study the need fcn 


farm support programs 
and develop some other 
way to provide price 
stability.

USDA list updates 
federal regulations 


USDA has expanded its 
list of approved substances 
which meat and poultry 
plantB can use to scald hog 
carcasses, defeather poul¬ 
try or remove the lining • 
from beef or lamb 
stomachs to make tripe. 

The new list updates 
federal regulations for 
meat and poultry inspec¬ 
tion conducted by USDA'a 
Food Safety and Inspec¬ 
tion Service conducts. 

According to Donald L. 
Houston, administrator of 
the agency, the rule will 
help prevent misuse of cer¬ 
tain chemicals In meat and 
processing plants because 
It requires that the labels 
on the chemicals must pro¬ 
vide detailed directions for 
use to assure that Bafe con¬ 
centrations are used. 

Before issuing this final 
rule, USDA officials work¬ 
ed with the Food and Drug 
Administration, U.S. 
Department of Health and 
Human Services, to eval¬ 
uate each substance listed 
in July 16,1077, proposal. 

"Only one comment was 
received on the proposal, 
and it was favorable," 
Houston said. 

However, four agent9 for 
scalding poultry that were 
listed in the proposal-pot¬ 
assium carbonate, potas¬ 
sium bicarbonate, sodium 
metaphoaphate and so¬ 
dium acid pyrophos¬ 
phate—are not in the final 
rule because there is no 
evidence any processor is 
using them for scalding 
I>oultzy, Houston said.

IBP to remodel, 
expand its plants 

Iowa Beef Processors Inc. 
(IBP) will remodel and ex¬ 
pand its Dennison, Iowa, and 
Luvemo, Minn,, plants in the 
near future, said Charles 
Harness, IBP spokesman. 

IBP has alotted $4.5 
million for renovation of the 
Dennison plant, Harness 
said. Remodeling will take 
about a year and die kill floor 
and rendering facilities will 
be overhauled. Plant capacity 
will Increase to 380,000 head 
from the present 800,000 
head per year, he said. 

IBP will spend $4.0 million 
to add a second shift at the 
Luveme plant, he said.

WITH THE RUMOR about a U.S. beef sale to the 
USSR finally laid to rest recently, market participants 
were forced to return to bearish fed cattle trading with on¬ 
ly minimal support from a very light demand picture. Live 
prices trended lower in reaction to a continuing lower 
wholesale beef picture. Burdensome carcass supplies and 
slow movement of the finished product along with further 
declines in the carcass cutout value added still more bear¬ 
ish factors influencing live cattle prices. Packers were con : 
tinuing to purchase only for immediate needs and guard¬ 
ing against getting caught with large depreciating inven¬ 
tories. 

SLAUGHTER STEER AND HEIFER prices contin¬ 
ued to register sharp declines, with midwestern terminals 
and direct trading areas finishing $1*2.60 lower. The cen¬ 
tral plains recorded drops from $0.60-2.00 lower,- while 
marketing areas westward closed steady to $2.00 lower. 

THE ALREADY PRESSURIZED live cattle futures 
market was not helped by the USDA 23-state cattle-on- 
-feed report. Although the figures were called neutral, bas¬ 
ed on pro-released estimates, most livestock analysts said 
the seven-state marketings figure at 98% of a year earlier 
were very bearish. The figure indicated feedlots at the be 
ginning of October were not as current aa expected and 
cattle will probably be marketed at much heavier weights.
